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COP 28 Resolution 40/57: While the above paragraphs are related to adaptation and 
resilience, people, lives, and livelihoods also requires multilevel action. In this regard, 
the COP 28 Presidency, with Bloomberg Philanthropies, held a first-of-a-kind Local 
Climate Action Summit, which brought together hundreds of national and subnational 
climate leaders to transform climate finance, enhance global action, fast-track the 
energy transition, and strengthen resilience and adaptation at the local level. Through 
the Summit, the COP 28 Presidency, with the support from Bloomberg Philanthropies, 
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launched the Coalition for High Ambition Multilevel Partnership (CHAMP) for Climate 
Action. A total of 65 national governments signed CHAMP commitments to enhance 
cooperation, where applicable and appropriate, with subnational governments in the 
planning, financing, implementation, and monitoring of climate strategies. It plans to 
meet, amongst the endorsers, and with representative subnational leaders, at a global 
High Level Political Dialogue on Multilevel Climate Action in the lead-up to both COP 
29 and COP 30 to share good practices and lessons learned in implementing the 
CHAMP commitments. 


Resolution point 40 from the UAE Global Climate Action at COP 28 in 2023 
emphasizes the importance of multilevel action in addressing climate change and its 
impacts on people, lives, and livelihoods. The COP 28 Presidency, in collaboration with 
Bloomberg Philanthropies, organized the first-of-a-kind Local Climate Action Summit, 
bringing together national and subnational climate leaders to catalyze efforts in 
transforming climate finance, accelerating the energy transition, and strengthening 
resilience and adaptation at the local level. Additionally, the Summit led to the launch of 
the Coalition for High Ambition Multilevel Partnership (CHAMP) for Climate Action, 
with 65 national governments signing commitments to enhance cooperation with 
subnational governments in planning, financing, implementing, and monitoring climate 
strategies. 


Positive Side: 


Empowering Local Action: The Local Climate Action Summit provides a platform for 
national and subnational climate leaders to collaborate and exchange ideas on local 
climate action. By bringing together diverse stakeholders, the Summit encourages 
innovative approaches and solutions tailored to local contexts, which can effectively 
address climate challenges at the grassroots level. 


Strengthening Multilevel Cooperation: The launch of the Coalition for High Ambition 
Multilevel Partnership (CHAMP) for Climate Action underscores a commitment to 
strengthening cooperation between national and subnational governments. By signing 
commitments to enhance cooperation in planning, financing, implementing, and 
monitoring climate strategies, participating governments demonstrate a collective effort 
to align climate actions across different levels of governance. 


Knowledge Sharing and Capacity Building: The planned global High Level Political 
Dialogue on Multilevel Climate Action provides an opportunity for endorsers of CHAMP 
commitments and representative subnational leaders to share good practices and 
lessons learned in implementing climate strategies. This knowledge-sharing initiative 
can facilitate capacity building, promote peer learning, and foster greater collaboration 
in tackling climate change at all levels. 


Negative Side: 
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Challenges in Implementation: While the establishment of CHAMP and the planned 
High Level Political Dialogue are positive steps, there may be challenges in effectively 
implementing the commitments made by participating governments. Issues such as 
resource constraints, governance structures, and varying priorities across different 
levels of government could hinder the seamless implementation of climate strategies. 


Inclusivity and Representation: Ensuring the inclusivity and representation of diverse 
stakeholders, especially from marginalized or vulnerable communities, in the CHAMP 
initiative and High Level Political Dialogue is crucial. There may be concerns regarding 
the participation of subnational leaders and communities with limited access to 
decision-making processes, potentially limiting the effectiveness and legitimacy of the 
outcomes. 


Sustainability of Efforts: While commitments and dialogues are essential for fostering 
multilevel cooperation in climate action, ensuring the long-term sustainability of these 
efforts requires continuous engagement and support. Sustaining momentum and 
commitment beyond COP 28 and subsequent conferences will be vital for achieving 
lasting impacts on climate resilience and adaptation at the local level. 


In conclusion, Resolution point 40 highlights the importance of multilevel action and 
cooperation in addressing climate change impacts. While it presents opportunities for 
empowering local action and strengthening cooperation between national and 
subnational governments, challenges related to implementation, inclusivity, and 
sustainability need to be addressed to maximize the effectiveness of these initiatives. 
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
